Highways—Local Angles Develop 


Building Permits 


Indicate Steady 
Growth in Covina 


(Shortly after two o'clock yesterday, news was 


flashed from a small town near Seattle that William 
Edward Hickman 'was surrounded and captured in a 
restaurant. The ransom money to the extent of $1,400 
in $20 bills was found on his person, and officers declar- 
ed that he confessed to having committed the crime.) 
Strong doubt that William Edward Hickman, wanted for 


the murder- of little Marion Parker iivLos Angeles, was ever a 
resident of Covina, was expressed yesterday by many local citi- 
zens, following a complete check of grammar and high school 
records, local police books and other documents. Incidents and 
facts unearthed ju Covina, however, point at least to a most re- 
markable series of coincidences that have led to a searching local 
investigation in the hope of locating relatives of the youth who 
is charged with the most horrible crime ever chronicled in the 
history of Southern California. 


A -woman whose name is reinem-4 


bered as Mrs. Alma Hickman, with 
several children, lived for some years 
at 227 West. Badillo avenue, during 
which time at least three of. her 
children attended grammar and high. 
school. Thomas Samuel Hickman and 
Margaret Hrckman were high, school 
scholars, and local police officials who 
had cause to investigate conditions 
at the Hickman home at one time, 
declared there was a smaller boy 
named William Hickman. According 
to a questionnaire filled out by Tom 
Hickman in applying for a position 
in Covina, he was 18 years old in

In the city of 
Covina, Chief of Police L. J. Barry 
und his stuff made, a thorough search 
of all vacant buildings, and hotel 
und roominghouse proprietors were 
urged to report the application of 
strangers for rooms. During Wed- 
nesday night and Thursday morning 
every motor vehicle waa stopped and 


the o'ccupants scrutinized upon en- 
tering the city, as the sheriff's sub- 
station at San Dimas had'given de- 
finite instructions that no person be 
allowed to proceed until found to be 
satisfactory to the authorities. Con- 
stable J. J. Sa<unders of Covijia 
township was kept busy answering 
many telephone calls and tracing 
information furnished by the county 
officers.

ATTEMPTED BREAK 


Monday night an attempt was made 
by several men to enter the Covina 
department' store, :of which J. D. 
Fields is proprietor. The men broke 
through one of the skylights and 
was preparing to descend into the 
store when an alarm was given to 
local officers, and Chief Barry switch- 
ed the red signal at the corner of 
Citrus avenue and Badillo street. By 
the time .officers had surrounded the 
store the robbers had escaped. It was 
believed at the time that the break 
might have been attempted by the 
Los Angeles slayer and confederates 
in an attempt to obtain clothing for 
purpose of disguise.

CONCERTED ACTION 


All during the week the city of

Closing a year that resulted in the marketing of 61 (J cars of 


oranges, amounting to 284,589 boxes, and which returned by far 
the largest figures in money that this association has ever re- 
ceived, Covina Citrus Association held its annual meeting Tues- 
day at the packinghouse, with a large attendance of stockholders. 


Manager Roy'E. McKay, through his report, showed that 


the returns f. o. b. cars California equaled $1,117.135.68. The 
delivered value to the wholesale trade was $1,502,138.13. 
This 


is the largest return to the Covina Citrus Association in its his- 
tory, the report declared. It exceeds the next best year, which 
was 1918-19, by $255,523.79, when 258,961 boxes were shipped.

Pectin Plant 


Being Erected 


by Exchange 


'The Exchange Orange 
Products 


company is erecting a pectin plant, 
C. E. Myers, member of the board 
of directors from this district, an- 
nounced Tuesday 
at 
the 
annual 


meeting of the Ooviua Citrus associa- 
tion. 
The plant will cost around 


$1:25,000, and will probably be in 
operation by the first of Februa-ry. 


The pectin will be extracted from 


the pulp, which has yielded very 
little return before, and will return 
to the grower six or seven dollars or 
possibly more per ton. New uses 
have been found for pectin and the 
demand is great, the company being 
besieged by several large firms of 
the. United States for the output, at 
a very satisfactory price. 


In experimenting for pectin, the 


company has also discovered a meth- 
od of extracting a larger percentage 
of oil from the fruit. Last year it 
was able to extract approximately 
•1 pounds of 
distilled and 
three- 


fourths of a pound of cold pressed 
oil per ton, but due to a mechanical 
process to put the pulp in shape fnv 
extraction of the pectin, this new 
process of increasing the output of 
oil was discovered.

It took Tiny Tim to .show old Scrooge the fallacy of 


sneering at the Christmas spirit, and by the same token 
there are many Tiny Tims who are pointing the w;\v to the 
real meaning of American service organizations. 


The self-styled"intelligentsia of America, clever and 


selfish, epitomized in Mencken, Rupert Hughes and Sin- 
clair Lewis, remind us somewhat of the character. Ben Hur. 
who came to scon' at Christ, and remained to pray and work 
for the salvation of the world, the difference being that the 
modern scoffers are still in the rarefied atmosphere of dis- 
dain. 


Service organizations have effected a loosening-up in- 


fluence on the American businessman. * There is a lot of 
horse-play indulged in. nor as the purpose, but the means 
leading to the purpose, which is to break down reserve, 
destroy inhibition, open the mnd and the heart to a reali- 
zaton that other minds and hearts are near, and can be 
made receptive. The original American stock was given a 
dour legacy of repression. Calvinism stamped crows' feet 
between the eyes of generations. The exhibition of one's 
feelings, especially of joyous feelings, was a crime; spon- 
taneity was looked upon with dark suspicion. The church 
creeds fostered the idea, of solemnity and gloom, in the face 
of the fact that Christ came as a joy to the world. 


Today there is another new commandment, built upon 


the structure of the Master's new law. He directed that 
we love one another, and the present-day amplification of 
this law is to love one another and smile. These service 
organizations—Rotary, Lions, Kiwanis—are not concerned 
with Religions, but they are in reality high-powered sales- 
men in the field for that line of goods adv.oca.ted so power- 
fully two thousand years ago by the Nazerene. 


It would be a shallow mind that would discount the in- 


calculable good that has flowed from, the churches down 
through civilization. 
Service organizations, minus trap- 


pings, sans creed, are augmentations—new. salesmen for an 
old and proven product—doing business in a different man- 
ner, but doing business, nevertheless, at the .same old stand, 
with cheerfulness and brotherly recognition standing for 
the doctrine that lifted Christianity up and put of the dead- 
ly level of the religions that waxed'and failed before it. 


If we can understand the other fellow across the street ; 


if we can learn that he is responsive to human treatment, 
we can go a long way toward solving the difficulties, irrita- 
tions and jealousies that have been, and still are, the bane 
of every community. Service organizations, although those 
who stay on the outside and sneer, do not realize it, are in 
a fair way to solve just exactly these things. And, as the 
community is the fundamental entity upon which is built 
the state and the nation, the work is being done at the place 
where the trouble originates—that trouble which, grows in- 
to international misunderstandings, and lead to war. 


Service organizations are building better than they 


know. Get in on the inside; throw open the cheerful cham- 
bers of the mind. You'll be astounded at the number of 
men who want to do the right thing when they understand.

The Wolfskill home stood in what 


is now Alaineda street, where the 
Southern Pacific station now is lo- 
cated between Fourth and Sixth. 


Grapes 
and 
oranges 
hail 
been 


grown at the mission, but it was 
left for these two men to become 
pioneers, in commercial application 
of growing oranges ami grapes, 
Jean Louis Vignes came to Los An- 


geles from Bordeau in 1829. He be- 
came n naturalized Mexican citizen 
and acquired a tra.ct of land along 
the fiver. 
Wolfskill came in .1831. 


a 
Kentucky 
trapper who came to 


hunt and 
remained to become a 


rancher. He purchased his land of 
Vignes and in IS.IS planted the first 
orange tree. By 1841 he had two 
a'-res planted and by 
'.">(> the yield 


of oranges was 400 boxes, or a little 
more than one carload, and his pro- 
fit was counted at $100 per tree. By 
ISliO this pioneer orchard 
grower 


hnd 100 acres in bearing and in 1877 
shipped the first car east, where they 
arrived in St. Louis after one month 
in transit with a carrying charge of 
$500. 


Wolfskill. though not an educated 


man, 
was a patron of education, and 


in the lean early days when the city 
could not afford to keep schools open 
throughout the term Mr. Wolfskill 
provided funds to continue through- 
out the year. 
He employed Henry 


D. Barrow as tutor for and gave the 
privilege of education to the children 
of his neighbors as well as his own. 
Afterward the tutor married Senorita 
Juana, his employer's daughter. 


Mr. Wolfskill was a member of 


the early vigilance committee, be- 
came a city councilman and was a 
man of groat wealth, worth and es- 
teem. In the early summer of 1885 
Los Angeles negotiated 
an 
agree- 


ment with Southern Pacific railway 
officials whereby the long-promised 
"magnificent 
railroad station more 


splendid than the grand Arcade de- 
pot at Sacramento" should be built. 
Many sites were discussed, but after 
repeated offers and refusals of sites 
the ever-generous Wolfskill family 
closed the breach by donating the 
land on which the Wolfskill home 


had stood for the station site, with 


! the 
restriction that the 
company 


1 should use the In ml for railroad sta- 
| tion purposes only. 


The, Vignes ranch. El Aliso, had 


104 acres set out to oranges and 
grapes just north of the Wolfskill 
ranch. The owner soon turned his 
attention to the wine business and 
lie became the leading wine merchant 
of California as well as orchardist. 
His vineyard was surrounded by a 
high adobe wall that afforded the 
Vignes family special safety in time 
of revolutions, which were numerous 
in. those days. 


In 183!) Pierre Sainsevian, a ne- 


phew of Vignes. came from the old 
country, ami 10 years later another 
nephew, Louis, came, and in 1855 
purchased tho Vignes vineyard and 
joined his brother in .making the 
first California champagne at 
the 


Sainsevain winery, the .most noted 
of early wineries on the west coast. 


The two pioneers both died in the 


HO's. Wolfskill in 
'60 and Vignes 


in '2, at the advanced age of 82 
vears.
